ernment than the effort to see that the aqcused 
bad a fair trial. But offenses against the per- 
sons or the interests of foreigners committed 
upon American soil either by Americans or 
foreigners are, it is claimed, within the sole 
and exclusive jurisdiction of American ccyzrts, 
and to this doctrine, it is asserted, all civi 
Governments except Mexico agsent. 

It can be stated by authority that no demand 
for Consul Brigham's resignation has been 
made, and that he is beld in bigh esteem by 
the Department of State. 80 far as the de- 
partment is officially informed his actions in 
connection with the Cutting episode have been 
wise, energetic, and creditable. 

It seems to be accepted in some quarters as 
proved that the department has made a mis- 
take in its assumption that Mexico holds Cut- 
ting for an act committed upon this side of 
the boundary line. No mistake is acknowl- 
edged at the department, and, so far as its 
present information goes, the position taken 
by this Government is fully justified. 


Talk of War Dying Out. 

Crry OF Mexico, Aug. 21.—The taik of war 
has died out here, as it is generally regarded 
that the two Governments will arrange mat- 
ters by diplomacy, but among Americans it is 
feit that a new treaty, adapted to modern 
times, should be negotiated.

A DOUBLE TRAGEDY. 
A Bohemian Laborer Quarrels with His

The appointed day Schlag walked down Wall 
street with his parcel and lighted cigar.

A 
rendezvous had been appointed for the even- 
ing at which the bomb-thrower was to report 
his experiences whether of success or failure. 
The comrades waited anxiousiy all day with 
their ears turned toward Wall street and von- 
dered why the destruction did not occur, The 
evening brought the valiant Schlag to the 
rendezvous and he told his story. 

First,“ said Schlag, “the watchman made 
me put out my cigar. Second, the window 
was closed. Third, the machine is sleeping 
safe and harmiess in the bottom of the Day, 
where it was dropped from a ferry boat.” 

To eay that the comrades were bitterly dis- 
appointed does not half express it. They were 
benumbed with sadness. There were dollars 
and dollars collected with the greatest dif- 
culty and put into costly and effective ma- 
chines, sunk like so much dirt in the water 
without so much as a biow for the cause. It 
was a cold day for Anarchy, and the chill con- 
tinued all winter and pearly all tue year. It 
was the last attempt at Anarcbistic warfare 
made from Stateu Island. The comrades who 
resided on the isiand suffered much hardship 
during the winter, and before the next cold 
season had fairly begun the shabby house was 
abandoned. 


Dynamite at Last. 


Late in 1883 there was an effort made to 


unite all the Anarchists of this vicinity in one 
great secret organization. This movement be- 
came known to thé public at large, and the 
organization was called the Black Hand. Jo- 
hann Most refers to it in one ef the letters 
from bim presented in evidence in the trial at 
Chicago. It realiy amounted to very little, 
however, and effected not one-tenth as much 
as groups hitherto unknown. Local societies 
elsewhere failed to“ accomplistf anything, as 
at Newark, Elizabeth, Philadelphia, and 
Chicago. The Anarchists, therefore, adopt- 
ed @ new ~»policy. It consisted in 
three important features: first, the 
establishing and maintaining trustworthy com- 
munication with other localities in this coun- 
try and abroad; second, the securing and 
maintainmg a fall supply of explosives; third, 
the sending ‘of the latter abroad by emissa- 
ries. The latter point was taken up first. A 
man who was called Werner, but whose real 
name was Sickinger, volunteered to go to 


‘Berlin and blow up the Column of Victory 


there. He was supplied with everything neo- 
essary, including a supply of money that for 
Anarchists was liberal, and departed by an 
Antwerp steamer. At last accounts the Col- 
umn of Victory was standing. Sickinger was 
arrested soon after his arrival in Germany on 
a charge of forgery. He pleaded guilty and 
offered to give evidence against the exiled An- 
archists in New York by which they might 
perhaps be prosecuted, but the German Gov- 
ernment, of course, refused to mitigate his 
sentence on account of any Anarchistic yarn 
about American agitators, and be was sent to 
prison for eight years. 

This experience led the revolutionists here 
to be more careful. There were plenty of men 
ready and anxious to go abroad for the pur 
pose of domg mischief, but the Anarchists ap- 
propriated po more money for them. Com- 
munication, however, was established between 
New York and radical centres in America and 
Europe. In this country all the outside cities 
looked up to New York as the dead of the 
movement, the place from which to expect 
and receive orders. For a time there 
seemed little prospect of accomplishing 
the second object enumerated above; but in 
1884 the Anarchists saw themselves full-fledged 
dynamiters. One of their number was a 
skilled workman in the dynamite business, and 
he sought and found employment as superin- 
tondent of one of the oldest and leading con- 
cerns in this vicinity. He went into the work 
with the express intention of secretly furnish- 
ing his Anarchistic associates with the longed 
for dynamite. His real name was seldom 
spoken by his friends, and he will be designat- 
ed here by his sobriquet—Powder Chariey.

near the one referred to above, when the en- 
terprising. dynamiter' unfortunately became 
involved in a row in Weatchester founty and 
was sentenced in court to pay a fine of $200. 
This was the last beard of Powder Charley 
in this vicinity. he factory was not 
started. A few days ago a dispatoh was pub- 
lished in a daily paper relating to the death of 
two New Yorkers in San Domingo. They were 


preparing dynamite,cartridges for biasting 


purposes, and one accidentally exploded. From 
various circumstances connected with the case 
the writer is led to believe that one of the un- 
fortunate men was none other than Powder 
Charley. This, however, cannot be asserted 
positively. 

At present the activity of the Anarohists is 
limited to efforts in behalf of Most, Braunsch- 
weig, and other imprisoned and accused com- 
rades. It is but fair to state that a large frac- 
tion of the radical Socialists of this city have 
steadfastly opposed resorting to violence as a 
means of propeganda, and have bad no part in 
the events described. Among those who have 
had nothing to do with dynamite and gun-cot- 
ton operations is Justus Schwab, the flaxen- 
haired priest of Gambrinus. None knew bet- 
ter than the Anarchists themselves the terrible 
danger in the work they undertook. Dynamite 
is a most per llous substance to transport, yet 
the revoiutionists did not hesitate to send 
packages of it by ‘express to different 
parts of the country. It is wonderful 
that no frightful accidents have occur- 
rod by reason of suck proceedings. When 
the explosive was brought from Pelham Bay it 
was usually taken in innocent-looking parcels 


to a tenement-house‘or saloon, where it was de- - 


posited to be called for, by some other person 
thao the one who brought jt. A’ striking in- 
stance showing the perils of this work came to 

the notice of the writer during bis investiga- 
tions. Powder Charley walked into a saloon 
one evening with a black traveling-bag which 

be said would be called for by John Most with- 
in a stated time. The time came and passed, 

but no Most to remove the bag. ‘The saloon- 
keeper did not know what was in it, but he had 
his opinion about . He nervous, and 
ealling.a friend explained bim the circum- 
stances. The latter volun to remove the 
objectionable bag and accordingly started off. 

There were ferty pounds of dynamite 
in it. He crossed one of the ferries 
without adventure, though he was anxious to 
see the end of his trip as soon as possible. 

When he had reached the iurther shore he 

took a seat in a horse-car and placed the bag 

on the floor. Presentl a crowd of jolly rifie- 
men from a German picnic came aboard. One 
of them in particular was very drunk. All 
were playing boyish pranks in the car, but this 
one became @nruly, and drew a revolver, and 
threatened to shoot the pagsengers. He was 
inclined to begin with the nervous man with 

the black bag, and the feelings of the dyna- 
mite transporter may perbaps be imagined 
when he saw the drunken sharpshooter flour- 
ish the revolver in the air and bring it to bear 
directly upon the bag! ‘Somebody wrested the 
weapon from him, and after much uneasiness 
on the part of the nervous passenger be ar- 
rived at his destination, and in a short time 
the explosive was safely buried in the ground.

greatest brilliancy a ray of light, like the tail 
of a small comet, seemed to shoot out in the 
direction of Lambda in the same group, takmg 
in the smaller stars numbered as 114 and 114 of 
Cassiopéa. 

The accompanying diagram shows the rela- 
tive positions of the principal stars in this 
group, which is often improperly called ** Cas- 
siopeia.” It is high up in ti northeast in the 
evenings of this month, and forms the chair” 
orb“ which is described in many of the as 
tronomical text-books as being on the other 
side of the pole from the big dipper. The star 
Zeta is the one nearest the upper right band 
corner of the diagram, and is tne one furthest 
from the North Star. 

The phenomenon here described was ob- 
served by an astronomer in tbis city, who no- 
ticed it first with the naked eye, only to doubt 
the evidence of his senses. He looked at it 
again and again, and finally examined it 
¢hrough 4 giass, carefully comparing its 
brightness with that of the other stars within 
a few degrees of its place in the heavens. It 
is not known that the appearance bas been ob- 
served elsewhere, but it would seem strange if 
it escaped the attention of ali other persons 
who are familiar with the face of the sky. The 
most singular thing about the phenomenon is 
the shortness of time that it lasted. The blaz- 
ing out of a star to much greater prominence 
than it had hitherto assumed is not a 
very rare thing, and at least three 
of these apparitions are recorded as having 
occurred in this very constellation, around 
which have been woven the fanciful story of 
“The Star of Bethlehem. But in these and 
all other cases the extaa brilliancy bas contin- 
ued for a much longer time than that above 
noted, the period otcunpymg from a few weeks 
to several months.

GEN. PARSONS’ FLIMSY PLEA. 

Gen. Parsons in yesterday’s TRIBUNE at 
tempted to bolster his flimsy plea for the 
Anarchists by stating that he once helda 
place on the Supreme bench of some State 
by appointment from the Governor. His 
theory of the law is a sufficient explanation 
why he was not reappointed or elected by 
the people. According to his notion the 
Anarchists who massacred the police at hay- 
market square were only engaged in de- 
fending the precious constitutional right to 
bear arms and ‘‘ assemble peaceably,” and 
he predicts that they will yet be vindicated 
by the Supreme Court of Illinois or, if neces- 
sary, by the Supreme Court of the United 
States. It is clear that the Anarchists’ cases 
may be taken up to the Supreme Court of 
this State for the consideration of questions 
of evidence and other legal issues, but there 
is no appeal whatever open to the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and the case can- 
not be carried there: Illinois has sovereign 
and exclusive jurisdiction over murders com- 
mitted on her soil, and when verdicts ih such 
) cases have been reached in her courts by due 
process of law the Supreme Court of the 
United States cannot and will not attempt to 
interfere. In every case of murder in this 
State the final appeal is to the Supreme 
Court of Illinois unless the circumstances are 
so extraordinary and unusual as to present a 
Federal question.“ Nothing of the sort is 
involved in the case against the Anarchists. 

In support of his absurd doctrine Gen. 
Parsons refers to the amendments to the 
Féderal Constitution which declare that the 
right of the people to keep and bear arms 
shall not be infringed,” and that Congress 
shall make no Jaw abridging the right of the 
people peaceably to assenrble and petition 
the Government for a redress of grievances,”’ 
Now, if Gen. Parsons will turn to the de- 
cision of the Federal Supreme Court an- 
nounced last January in the Presser case he 
will learn that the sections in question are 
simply limitations on the powers of Congress 
and do not directly qoncern the States. The 
court said of the first amendment: 


The amendment is a limitation only upon the 
power of Congress und the N nal Government, 
and not upon that of the State. It was so held 
by this court in the case of United States vs. 
Cruikshank, 92 U. S., 542, in which the Chief Jus- 
tice, in delive the ju ent of the court, said 
thes ae ee e people to bear arms is not a 

t granted by the Constitution. Neither is it 

in any manner dependent on that fnstrument for 

| its existence. The second amendment declares 
thatit shall not be infringed; but this, as has 
been seen, means no more than that it shall not 


be infringed by Congress. 

This was the ruling laid down in the case 
of Presser, who had been fined under the 
laws of Illinois for participating in a parade 
of an armed company of Socialists in the 
streets of Chicago. The Supreme Court of 
this State affirmed the verdict under the laws 
and Constitution of Illinois, and Presser ap- 
pealed to the Federal Supreme Court to find 
that the provisions-of the National Constitu- 
tion applied only to the National authorities 
and not to tlie States. If he had any right 
to bear arms it was one arising solely under 
the Constitution of Illinois, and the Supreme 
Courtof this State held it subject to such 
reasonable regulation and eontrol as obtain- 
ing a permit from the proper authorities, etc. 

The United States Supreme Court recog- 
nizes the right of peaceable assemblage as 
an attribute of National citizenship and one 
that will be protected by Federal authority 
where the express and only purpose of the 
meeting is to ‘“‘petition for a redress of 
grievances,” Even in such case the meeting 
must be in entire subordination to the police 
power ot the State and tfie assemblage mug’! 
be made at a proper time and place. An 
assemblage, however peaceable, that should 
block the sidewalks or streets, could be at 
once dispersed by the police, and the authori- 

of the State would, of course, be absdlute 
where the meeting showed’ any other than 
lawful intentions. As the Federal Supreme 
Coart said in the Presser case:

THE LAW OF MARRIED WOMEN. 

Convineing evidence of the perniciousness 
of the doetrines propagated by the extreme 
‘advocates of ‘*‘ woméli’s riglits,” so-called, 
may be drawn from a review of the statute 
law in various States of the Union relating to 
married women. The result of such an exami- 
nation is presented in the September Atlantic 
by Mr. Frank Gaylord Cook, with a sugges- 
tion of a plan for its gradual reformation. 
Under the old common law of England and 
accordingly of the United States, in severalty, 
the husband was entitled to full possession 
and control of the wife’s propérty in the ab- 
sence of an ante-nuptial legal agreement to 
the contrary. This was in compensation for 
the assumption by the husband of the entire 
responsibilities of the family, including, of 
course, its proper support, and based upon 
the theory of law and equity thatthe wife 
should be required to contribute her share to 
the maintenance of the household. The 
theory was well enough, but the common 
law practice of it opened the way for so many 
abuses that it led to the enactment of special 
laws. The movement was started by several 
eminent English women, with the aid of 
Lord Brougham and Sir Erskine Perry, but 
in England definit and satisfactory results 
were long in being reached. In America, 
however, development was more rapid, and, 
as in the United States woman occupies a 
more exalted position by virtue of the sécial 
system than in any other country in the 
world, so in the various States her demands 
were most readily acceded to. The cause,” 
says Mr. Cook, was taken up with zeal by 
the advocates of women’s rights. By set- 

“ting forth flagrant examples of the wrongs 
permitted by the laws they aroused public 
‘sentiment and obtained immediate legis- 
‘* lative action)” 


- What result could have been more natural 
in this country ? The reason in the appeal 
reinforced by sentiment, the American heart 
was fired by a picture of gross injustice per- 
petrated by the law upon that sex which it 
is the pride and delight“ of American man- 
hood to honor with its respect! In the read- 
justment of the laws sentiment overcame 
reasqn; there was hardly a conservative 
voice raised; statute followed statute until 
now in almost any State in the Union a mar- 
ried woman may hold as her \separate prop- 
erty, free from all interference and control 
of her husband, whateyer propetty she may 
have had at the time of her marriage, what- 
ever she may have become possessed of in 
any way since, and with the same rights asa 
single woman. Except as regards what the law 
describes as her husband’s courtesy 
rights,” she may dispose of her property by 
gift or will and control it in every way as if 
she were unmarried. Theré is no require- 
ment that she shall contribute in the least 
degree to the maintenance of the family: 
that duty is solely the husband’s, who is 
still responsible for the debts of his wife ex- 
cept those contracted before her marriage, or 
after it, on account of her separate estate. 
The husband is still responsible for ordinary 
contracts or purchases made by the wife in 
his name unless it can be shown that he has 
expressly forbidden others to supply her on 
his account. These statutes have granted 
privileges to married women that have never 
been enjoyed by any person in civilized so- 
ciety before. The husband has received no 
equivalent compensation. To be sure, he 
still remains the head of the family, can fix 
the place of residenee, and reculate the 
household, but that is all.

There is no room for sentiment in its 
consideration. The law’s partiality to mar- 
ried women is productive of innumerable 
evils, not the least of which is the transter 
of property by the husband to the wife to de- 
fraud creditors—a ruse which is altogether 
too common and very difficult of detection. 


Mr. Cook stages the legal and equitable 
proposition clearly when, with reference to 
the assessment of taxes and dues upon the 
property ot the wife, he says: If, then, 
the property of the wife is chargeable for 
the support of the State, should it not con- 
tribute to the maintenance of the fam- 
“ily?” He deduces the conclusion that it 
should, but not equally with that of the hus- 
band for various reasons.

The project of the Rev. Thomas E. Green 
of St. Andrew’s for the establishment of a 
parochial school as an auxiliary to his church 
is an experiment which may prove success- 
ful in this particular case so long as the in- 
terest of St. Andrew’s parish continues to be 
maintained, but the expressed motives lead- 
ing o the enterprise are not likely to find 
many sympathizers in the community. 

Mr. Green argues against the public 
schools from the ¢hurchman’s view point of 
anti-secularism, and goes to the extent of 
saying that the prevalence of the secular 
tendency will surely result in the propaga- 
tion of atheism and infidelity, which, in their 
turns, will inevitably be followed by Com- 
munism and anarchy. This is the view 
either of an alarmist or of one who lacks 
faith in thé efficacy of the work of the 
churches in-their proper spheres. Education 
itself is a safeguatd in America against Com- 
munism and anatehy. Mr. Green’s germon, 
alittle amplified, would be hardly less than 
an argument for a union of Church and 
State—a conclusion obviously impossible in 
a land of religious freedom. But the agita- 
tion of the question of religion in the 
schools to any .extent must be fruitless, 
for it is a question between the Church and 
the State, not the people and the State. The

Mental 
and legal training is the province of the 
State, religious and moral development that 
of the Church. Both work for good. The 
activity of a wholesomely educated mind 
tends no more to anarchy than the activity 
of a wholesomely developed religious faith 


gether make the best citizen. They are not 
enemies, but allies, each acting in its own 
sphere. And yet, any one reading President 
Seelye’s article in the July Forum, or the 
Rev. Mr. Wyman’s in the September 
Catholic World, or listening to Mr. 
Green’s sermon last Sunday—all on the 
same subject—would be led to infer 
that those ministers almost believed that the 
different States of the Union had conspired 
to discredit the life of Jesus Christ—to fight 
the Christian religion in the public schools. 
The popular tide is not anti-religious, but 
anti-sectarian; the laws which prohibit secta- 
rian religion in the schools are not anti-re- 
ligious, but are designed to make the path to 
learning smoother by the exclusion of relig- 
ious controversies from the schools. 
The. circumscribed religious influence of 
MBochial schools, governed by the creeds and 
tenets of various Protestant sects and denom- 
inations, is an enemy, not a friend, to liberal 
education. 


‘THE COUNTY JUDGESHIP. 

The boom for the nomination of George C. 
Ingham as County Judge is rapidly growing. 
His candidacy is the spontaneous outgrowth 
of the popular sentiment that his splendid 
service in the prosecution of the Anarchists 
deserves recognition, and it is meeting with 
an enthusiastic reception among all classes of 
law-abiding citizens. Should he be nom- 
inated the honor will come to him not alone 
because he is eminently fitted for the posi- 
tion but because he has taken a manly and 
earnest part on the side of law and order and 
has stood up in defense of the rights of citi- 
zens, their lives, and their properfy with 
marked ability. Should he receive the nom- 
ination as a token of their gratitude he will 
stand upon the ticket as tife representative of 
law and justice and the uncompromising 
enemy of Anarchism. That issue will be 
clearly and squarely made by the Republic- 
ans as against the candidacy of Judge Pren- 
dergast, who has occupied the bench as a 
politician and has perverted his functions to 
partisan purposes. 

Should Mr. Ingham be nominated, Judge 
Prendergast will be held strictly down to this 
issue. It isnosecret that he has been posing 
for the Socialistic vote for a loug time; that 
he has been associated with prominent 
Socialists; and that be on more than one oc- 


expression toSocialistic sentiments. He has 
been hunting for Socialistie votes on the sly, 
and, with one hand behind his back, secretly 
dickering with the Socialistic organizations. 
He will be held to that issue whoever is 
nominated on the Republican ticket, but 
with Mr. Ingham on the ticket the issue will 
be squarely made. It will then be submitted 
to the people and to all law-abiding Demo- 
crats whether they will elect the man who 
has given his best energies to the cause of 
law and order, the authority of government, 
and the security of society, or to the man 
who is trying to sneak under the canvas 
and get the votes of Socialists, and who has 
been affiliating quietly with the enemies of 
society. When that issue is made there 
will be no doubt as to the result. Mr. 
Ingham, if nominated, will not only 
secure the vote of every Republican but of 
every law-abiding Democratic citizen, and the 
verdict in his favor wilh. be as emphatic and 
as significant as was verdict against the 
men whom he so largely helped to convict. 
In that event Mr. Prendergast will be retired

But it there are causes for rejoicing, for hope, 


for confidence of success, surely there are also 
causes for caution, for apprehension, for self- 
restraint on the part of the Irish people and 
their Irish-American allies. Before the con- 
vention assembled the air was full of rumors 
of quarrels, of dangers, and of all sorts of oc- 
curreaces which the events which transpired 
Wednesday and Thursday proved to be the 
most baseless charges against the friends of 
Patrick Egan’s administration. 

It was alleged that the friends of Mr. Egan 
were plaunm to give expression to views that 
would embarrass the Irish leader and the 
“grand old Liberal leader. Men professing 
to have some authority for their statements 
from Mr. Parnell or bis associates charged that 
the friends of Mr. Rgau had demanded of Mr. 
Parnell that he change his vrogram and that 
he must declare for total separation or eise 
they would withhold support from him. They 
charged that resolutions making most extreme 
and unreasonable demands were to be rammed 
down the throats of the Irish delegation; that 
Parnell was to be embarrassed and 
his delegation ignored, They pretended there 
was a wonderfully strong, well-defined, well- 
organized, bitter opposition to the administra- 
tion which has presided over the league since 
the Boston convention. For weeks these peo- 
ple alleged that they had the highest authority 
tor saying that Parneli would not recognize 
the league nor send a delegation toit. They 
said concerning Michael Davitt that he would 
not come to Chicago at all; that if he did come 
he was of no consequence; but that he would 
speak at two places on the same day or that 
he would not speak at all. They gave out an- 
mouncements as the various delegations ar- 
rived that they were nearly all hostile to Pat- 
rick Egan and to Alexander Sullivan; that a 
number of men who had not sent money 
through the league officials were Fo- 
ing to force their way into the convention; 
that the $10,000 sent directiy to Parnell from 
Chicago was sent by Chicagoans who opposed 
Mr. Egan and Mr. Sullivan. 

Well, wh en the convention was called to or- 
der, the reception given to Presiaent Egan 
showed that it was a convention of his friends. 
The first delegate who took the floor after the 
convention was temporarily organized was 
Alexander Suliivan—the man who was not go- 
ing to de allowed to speak.

resolutions, generally they are models of con- 
densation when they come from bis lips or his 
pen. The resoiuQons were as follows: 
Resolved, That the delegates from each State 
and Territory, from the District of Columbia, and 
from Canada, be and they are hereby instructed 
to report to the convention as soon as practica- 
ble a representative on each of the following 
committees: Credentials, Resolutions. Finance, 
Constitution, and Permanent Organization, 

Resolved, That the Hon. William O'Brien, the 
Hon. John E. Redmond, M. P., the Hon. John 
Deasy, M. P., and the father of the Irish Land 
League, Michael Davitt, are hereby appointed 
members of the Committee on Resolutions as,the 
representatives of Ireland. The pee of the 
appointment of our brothers from Ireland is two- 
fold: First, that their counsel — make it im- 
possible to give expression to a word which could 
embarrass the Irish leader; and second, that the 
world may behold the perfect unity of Irish and 
Irish-American sentiment. 

„Tuts,“ said Mr. Sullivan, after reading his 
resolutions, is no new departure for the Irish 
National League of America; it is a repetition 
of the course taken at Boston.“ He might have 
added: And it was on my motion that it was 
taken. 

The resolutions were seconded by Father 
O’ Brien of Toledo and upanimously adopted. 

Thus, the first business of the convention 
was to hear Alexander Sullivan and to adopt 
unanimously bis plan of guwaranteeing the re- 
moval of that embarrassment which the heav- 
ily-weighted pocket of the foolish and am- 
bitious delegate so often unloads upon con- 
ventions and public gatherings. A Committee 
on Resolutions was chosen. There was nota 
single enemy of Mr. Eean’s administration on 
that committee. Mr. O'Connor of New York 
was falsely reported as a representative of the 
anti-Bgan party, while in fact he was one of 
the most loyal supporters and warmest ad- 

mirers Mr. Egan from the opening 
to the close of the convention. The 
friends of Mr. Egan and of Mr. Sullivan, 
not their enemies, prepared and presented the 
convention's platform. Some of their enemies 
showed anxiety to pose as the special cham- 
pions of those resolutions, as though they,

Mr. Finerty asked that they be voted 
on separately, but he declared he was not go- 
ing to oppose their adoption, although they 
did not express his views or bind him. The 
work of the league convention was the work 
of the friends of the league’s retiring Presi- 
dent from first to last.

advised of the significance, or rather of the 
lack of significance, of the sending of Chi- 
eago’s money directly to Parnell. 

One of the reasons of the boldness of the 
attacks of the Egan men on a certain anti- 
Egan orator is saidto have been the knowledge 
that a Milwaukee delegate had prepared, if 
enough provocation were given, to show up a 
man who professes to be very near the church 
and to be horrified at such extremists as 
Egan, Finerty, and Sullivan. The aarrative, 
whose publicanon Sullvan advised against, 
would tell the story of a night in Milwaukee, 
and the story would.probably make the per- 
son covered by it drop the nigh moral key 
in his future barangues. 

But the bighest compliment paid to Mr. 
Sullivan came from the Hon. John E. Red- 
mond at the. battery Friday night. Mr. Ked- 
mond’s speech was delivered too late lor pub- 
lioauon in yesterday’s TRIBUNE. It was as 
follows: 

I rise for the purpose of asking you to bring 
this meeting to a close by moving a vote of 
thanks to Alexander Sullivan, your presiding 
officer. I rise to the rformance of this duty 
with very great pleasure. When I first visited 
Chicago, two and one-half years ago, Mr. Sullivan 
was President of the National Le e of Amer- 
ica. In that capacity he received me here and- 
offered me an opportunity of addressing the citi 
zens of this great city. I then learned personally 
what I had known m others Bbefore—that the 
Irish cause owed much to the ability and inde- 
fatigable labors of Alexander Sullivan. Ladies 
and gentlemen, in these days when our cause has 
been raised into the ge ge it occupies today it 
is an agreeable task to occupy the position of 
President of the National League. But two 
and a half years o the position was a 
far different one. hen the cause was 
struggling with. many enemies. We had 
made but littie progress in England and, I 
vod say, in America, and the position was one of 
difficulty and danger. It was a position which re- 
quired in the man who hoped to fill it honorably 
to himself and with benefit to the Irish cause ex- 
ceptionally great qualities. I assert here that 
these qualities were found in abundance in the 
person of Alexander Sullivan. 2 As 
an Irishman, coming to America, I am proud to 
meet with men of my race of such mental oali- 
bre, such great devotion, and such great discre- 
tion as are sessed by Alexander Sullivan. 
[Applause.] No man can overrate the difficulties 
with which he had to contend; no one recognized 
them more fully than he in whose name I speak 
tonight—our great chief, Mr. Parnell. [Thunders 
of applause.] From me, as an individual, such 
commendation would be of little value; but com 
ing from me as the spokesman of our leaders at 
home and as the representative df the one great 
leader of our movement and our race, I doubt 
not that he will appreciate the compliment 
which I intend to pay him in making this speech. 
Lask you to tender Mr. Sullivan a unanimous 
vote of thanks. [Prolonged cheering. ]} 

M. D. Gallagher of New York rose to second 
Mr. Redmond’s motion. He said that he was 
one of the fighting delegation of New York ”’ 
—one of the men who had given much trouble 
and ne was once in opposition to Mr. Sullivan. 
“And.” be continued, as I once made it a 
point to make. war on Mr. Sullivan, I come 
forward to say that, during the year that Mr. 
Sullivan was President of the league, I was 
President >of the Municipal Council of New 
York, and in that position I received great as- 
sistance from Mr. Sullivan, from an adminis- 
tration marked by politeness, courtesy, and 
ability.“ [Great cheering.] 

Thus seconded the motion was put by Mr. 
Brennan and carried without a dissenting 
voice. Mr. Egan himself stood up and led in 
the cheers which followed. 

On the whole, the convention was a most 
emphatic victory for and indorsement of 
Messers. Patrick Egan, Father O'Reilly, and Al- 
exander Sullivan, and to the credit of the 
League Convention it must be said that its 
members were big enough to rise above dif- 
ferences in American politics, and showed the 
greatest breadth in that respect. Democrats 
outcheered Republicans for Egan, Sullivan. 
Dr. O'Reilly, and Finerty, and Republicans 
like tae above-named eulogized John Fitzger- 
ald, a leading Democrat.

The 
intense heat was unfavorable to bußiness, but 
the demand for loans was; such that bankers in 
many instances refused shéccimodsttons to per- 
sons not regular customers. There are from day 
to day quite large offerings of notes which, under 
ordinary circumstances, would have been bought 
inthe East. The orders from the country for 
eurrency were very numerous; and, though many 
of them were for small quantities, the aggre- 
gate sent out must have been large. Eastern 
exchange was weak, being freely offered at Soc 
discount, and round amounts of currency were 
ordered from New York. Gold or silver certifi- 
cates are now generally sent in response to such 
orders, and the bankers dislike to handle money 
in that form, but something must be had to sat- 
isfy the demand from the country, and t take 
what they can get. Meanwhile the complaints 
from the country bankers at receiving gold when 
they order currency are pretty loud. 

The quotatjons for money were 5 per cent for 
call loans, 6, 7, and 8 for time. There are some 
large offerings of Canadian money at the lower 
rates, but the bankers say that there is no proba- 
bility of any material uction in the rates in 
the near future. The = imports will not have 
much effect for several weeks, and an advance in 
the Bank of England rate this week is considered 
almost a certainty. Money in open market at 
London was quoted yesterday at 2%; The only 
sources from which gold is reported to be comin 
into London just now are the interiéf of Englan 
and South America. 

Securities were very dull in this city. Nosales 
worth reporting are known to have been made. 

Local speculators took but a small part in the 
operations of the New York stock market. The 
bulls outnumbered The bears, but few cared to 
buy in the present condition of the money mar- 
ket. Indeed, many of the New York correspond- 
ents advised 4 taking hold very freely till 
the outcome of the stringency is seen. The bears 
in New York seem to be poorly organized and 
lacking courage beyond a small turn.

The Sunken City. 

CuicaGco, Aug. 21.—| Editor of The Tribune. | 
I can answer the question of your first corre- 
spondent on this matter. In 1692 an earth- 
quake was attended with such depression of a 
part of the coast of Jamaica that the City of 
Port Royal, in Jamaica, the predecessor of tne 
City of Kingston, was carried under the sea. 
Tradition says that its houses were not pros- 
trated. This is the event which is celebrated 
th De Quincey’s magnificent rhapsody, ** Sa- 
vannah-la- Mar: ; 

God smote Savannah-la-Mar, andin one night 
by earthquake removed her, with all her towers 
standing and population sleeping, from the stead- 
fast foundations of the shore to the coral floors 
of ocean. And God said: “Pompeii did I bury 
and conceal from men through seventeen centu- 
ries; this city I will bury but not conceal, She 
shall be a monument to men of My mysterious 
anger, set in azure light through generations to 
come; for I will enshrine her in a crystal dome 
of My Tropic seas.“ This city therefore, like a 
mighty galfeon with all her apparel mounted, 
streamers fiying, and tackling perfect, seems 
floating along the noiseless depths of ocean; and 
oftentimes in glassy calms, through the trans- 
lucid atmosphere of water that now stretches 
like an air-woven awning above the silent en- 
campment, mariners from every clime look 
down into her courts and terraces, count her 
gates, and number the spires of her churches. 

Half a century ago the tradition ran in New 
England that sailors passing over the sunken 
city by moonlight could look down upon ghost- 
ly revele in its courts and streets, and that 
they could hear the music of the dances. I 
can give your correspondent an air which ac- 
companies the tradition, and is said to be one 


of those heard by those who passed over this 


singuiar cemetery. I used to bear my father 
play it on the violin a half century ago, and 
caught the story from bis lips.

WRECKAGE IN ITS TRACK, 


Effect of the Texas Storm—Losses Aggre- 
gating $500,000 in Three Cities—Looking 
for the Dead, 

GALYVeEsToN, Tex., Aug. 21.—The schooner 
Livonia Perkins, of about forty tons burden, 
engaged in the lumber trade, was capsized by 
the force of the gale at about 8 o’clock Thurs- 
day night, off the bar, in six fathoms of water. 
There were four persons on board—Capt. John 
Mitchell, Mariano Moragos, a seaman, and 
Pritchard, the cook. Pritchard was rescued. 
The distance swam by bim from the piace 
where the schooner was swamped to the 
point of his rescue must be nearly ten 
miles. All the others ot the crew of the I- 
fated craft perished. This and the drowning 
of a negro boy Thursday are the only instances 
of loss of life 80 far reported. Several small 
fishing boats and yachts anchored along the 
wharves were swamped. but no serious dam- 
age was done to shipping in the port. Much 
apprehenmon is felt, however, for the brig 
Belie of the Bay, from New York, which ar- 
rived in the ouver roads Thursday afternoon. 
She bas disappeared from her anchorage. 

While the storm does not compare with the 
great storm of 1875 in violence and destruct- 
iveness, the water wes much higher and cov- 
ered a greater portion of the city. All the 
street railways are badly damaged, and that 
portion along the line of the beach is com- 
pletely destroyed. The street pavement is 
washed up, bridges and culverts are gone, and 

the damage done in this direction is heavy. A 


just estimate of the damage done cannot be 
made until the storm shall have abated. Many 


while others have lost but a portion. It is 
thought by conservative men that the loss will 
reach fully $200,000,. and perhaps more. Tele- 
grapbic communication was interrupted at 3 
o'clock a. m. yesterday, but was restored at 5 
a. m. Railroad communication, which was

Lonpon, Aug. 21.—[New York Herald's

her a desire to purchase the fine estate known 
as Houghton in Norfolk, from Lord 
Cholmondeley, In order that she may be in the 
vicinity of the Prince of Wales at Sandring- 
ham. No agreement has been reached, but if 
she gets the piace it will probably cost ber not 
less than £300,000. Although a million and a 
half dollars seems a great deal to pay as a 
tribute for royaity’s smile, the lady is not 
likely to withdraw if the owner stands by his 
it is understood, 
hopes by this step to secure the honor 
of entertaining the Prince of Wales in her own 
home. This report has raised a discussion of 
the American invasion of English soil, and the 
matter is treated quite seriously in the upper 
circles, Mrs. Mackay’s negotiation is already 
the talk of society, and the opinion is begin- 
ning to be mooted that some of the best houses 
in Engiand will shortly make up their minds to 
resent the pushing forward of what they term 
the “parvenu class.” Much curiosity is shown 
as to which side the Prince of Wales will take 
in the struggie. He evidently likes the society 
of many American ladies, and there are those 
who are ready to wager that be will not be dic 
tated to, even by tha old English families. 
Mrs. Cunard, Mrs. Roche, and ber sister, all 
leading lights in society, besides a host of fair 
Americans, followed the Prince to Hombourg 
to continue the rivalry for his favor. 
Germany Securing a Slice of South America. 

There is an understanding in Berlin, based 
on a letter received at Gottingen University, 
that a German professor in an Argentine col 
lege has secured for Germany the whole soutb- 
western portion of Patagonia as an imperial 
possession. There is some doubt expressed of 
the authenticity of this report on account of 
the supposed claims of Chili to the territory 
in question, but possibly there is a connection 
between this and the announcement that 
BaromGutschbmidt, who is one of the oleverest 
and most energetic Germans in the commer- 
cial diplomatic service, bas been removed 
from Spain, where be has quadrupled the 
German trade in a few years, to be Minister to 
Chill, Americans ought to find the rumor in- 
teresting. 

: Grevy Wishes to Retire. 

The probability of the resignauuon of Presi- 
det Grévy of France before long has been 
much talked of im Paris the last few dars. M. 
Grévy, who bas entered his 80tn year, is far 
from strong. The least exertion is said to tire 
him, and no doubt he would be only too glad to 
relieve himself from the burden of power and 
spend the remaining days of bis life ia weil- 
earned peace and quiet. If he carries out 
this intention, which is so generally attributed 
to him, M. de Freycinet will be the strongest 
candidate in the field for the vacant Presi- 
dency. It is even said that M. Grévy bas, ina 
sort of political testament, recommeuded De 
Freycinet as his successor. In fact, there is 
hardly any one else possible. The country is 
bardly ripe for such Radicais as M. M. Ciémen- 
ceau and Fiogu’t. M. Ferry bas been trying 
lately to emerge again from the obscurity into 
which the unfortunate Tonquin affair drove 
him, but it will be some time yet before France 
will forgive bim. ;

The anti-monarchical papers gioat over some 
incidents that bave come to light in Paris 
since the departure of the Orleans Princes. 
The Comte de Paris bad formally subscribed 
about 20,000 francs to make up the balance 
necessary to complete certain repairs in tne 
church at Eu. A few days after his expulsion 
his secretary wrote to the mayér of Eu that 
under the circumstances the Comte de Paris 
desired him to say be declined to pay the sub- 
scription until the day of bis return, when he 
would be most happy to fill his engagement. 
At the same time tne administrator of the es- 
tates at Eu wrote to some small land holders 
of the environs from whom the Comte de Paris 
bad leased for a term of years land for shoot- 
ing purposes that the Comte, not being able 
to shoot any longer, as formerly, desired to be 
released from bis barguin.

The lease in 
question was only tor eleven years, and the 
rent was fifty-six francs a year.

Sr. Louis, Mo., Aug. 21.—([Special.|—The 
police unearthed a gigantie gold-brick swindle 
today and arrested Cuckoo Quinn and 
Dock Curran, two of the operators. July 5 
two men appeared at the jewelry house of 
Levi Stortz, Sixth street and Franklin avenue, 
and represented that they had just arrived 
from Colorado, where they bad an interest in 
a gold mine. The mine had recently developed 
great richness, which the men who had the 
controllmg interest were unaware of. The 
pair said they had a gold brick and some dust 
which they wanted to dispose of surrepti- 
tiously without the fact becoming 
known to other stockholders. The dust 
and nuggets were submitted to the jeweler 
and tested and found to be pure gold. They 
said the brick was buried beside the river 
about a mile north of East St. Louis, It 
weighed forty pounds and the market vaite 
was about $9,000. They would sell it for $5,000 
cash. The jeweler took a trip to East St. 
Louis and the brick was dug up in bis pres- 
ence. He tested it by boring and with acids 
and found it pute wold. Not satisfied, how- 
ever, he asked that the brick be conveyed to 
his store where a further test could be made.

the tests were finished the brick had severa! 
holes bored through it and was set behind 
the counter while the jeweler stepped out to 
get the money. While be was out the atten- 
tion of the clerk was monopolized by one ot 
the men and the other substituted a brass 
brick bored exactly like the gold one, ‘The 
jeweler returned, paid over the money, and 
the men left. He did not discover the swindle 
until two days later. Another man whose 
name the police refuse to divulge was swin- 
died out of $3,500 and ruised the money by 
mortgaging his house. The gang had nead- 
cuarters in East St. Louis and when arrested 
today were on the point of obtaming $4,000 
from a farmer from Fayette, Mo., who had 
been iured to tae city to purchase a brick. The 
detectives say they are old hands at the busi- 
ness.

The re- 
sult is that Matson’s stock has gone with a 
boom, and his nomination is*predicted by nine 
out of ten politicians in the county. Ray- 
mond’s friends, who admit that the nomina- 
tion of a ‘candidate for Sheriff on the 
North Side may slightly decrease the 
chances of their candidate for Treas 
urer, concede that Matson's success 
is assured; and wring forward with great 
piausibility the argument that there are plenty 
of precedents tor taking two and even more 
leading candidates from the same section of 
the city. Some of them propose a ticket made 
up of Matson for Sheriff, Raymond for Treas- 
urer, and Jack Stephens for bis old piace as 
Clerk of the Criminal Court. 

Another indicahon of the popular drift 
toward Matson is the peculiar conduct of W. 
E. Kent. the County Committeeman from the 
Fifth Ward. For weeks Kent has been work- 
ing early and late for Jack Stephens in the 
Fifth Ward, and bas been credited with having 
promised the delegation to Sam Raymond for 
Treasurer also, hoping to have himself nomi- 
nated for Probate Clerk in the general shuffle. 
Within a week he bas been cultivating friendly 
relahons with Matson. He is irequentiy 
found at the Sheriff's office and often at the 
office of the City Clerk, and has abandoned 
much of the loud talk be formerly indulged in 
for Jack Stephens. Kent is too much of a prac- 
tical politician to stand by asinking ship, and 
the general opinion is he is breparing to flop 
in time to be with the winner and 
make Aa deal favorable to  hbimseif.

In addi- 
tion to that a large number of down-town 
wholesale dealers have lately shown considera- 
able interest in Raymond’s canvass, and its et-

Wards. The Second is not unlikely to go to 
Raymond in any eveut. Raymond claims the 
South Side delegations solid, but in that he 
simply follows the rule of all candidates in 
claimimg a good deal more. than be will get.

Much comment is heard in Hyde Park: which 
with Calumet, Thornton, and Worth, forms the 
Fitth Commissioner's District, over thé ap- 
pointment of delegates and the location of the 
polling-piaces. George F. Morgan, who is 
Lynn's right-hand man, is Hyde Park’s mem- 
ber of the County Central Committee.

| “*CARRIER-PIGEON THIEF.” 


She Secures a Place as a Lady's Companion 
in a Philadelphia Family and Her Car- 
rier-Pigeons Convey Her Stealings to Her 
‘Confederate—How She Was Detected, 
and, as Usual, Permitted to Escape—The 
Story of Her Daring Career of Crime. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Aug. 19.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.|—A biack-eyed, vivacious little 
French woman stepped into a well-known 
employment agency Thursday of last week 
and asked whether there were any open- 
ings for a iady’s maid. She was an attract- 
ive little body with her well-rounded form, 
her pretty white banda, and ter cherry lips, 
and the clerk took more pains than usual to 
look through the application book. No lady’s 
maid was needed by any of the patrons of the 
establishment, he said, but there was a place 
open for a lady’s companion, and if the young 
woman thought berself qualified for that posi- 
tion she could have the name and location on 
payment of a dollar. Mademoiselle re- 
plied that such a position would suit ber 
far better than the more mental place; that 
she bad been the friend and companion of 
Mme. Boinat in Paris, and had traveled with 
that lady until she died in Switzerland. The 
dollar was paid, and the cierk told his pretty 
customer to apply in person to a well-known 
society lady on West Spruce street. 

e same afternoon the French woman rang 
the bell of the fashionable residence. She was 
admitted by the servant, to whom sbe gave a 
card bearing the name, Louise Bourquin, 
Paris.“ In afew moments the mistress of we 
house entered the parlor, and asked the usual 
preliminary questions about the applicant's 
references, ber former employers, and her 
capacity. The answers were straightforward, 
and given with such an engaging ingenuous- 
ness that the West Spruce street matron 
was charmed, and engaged the little French 
woman on the spot.

They were 
family heirlooms and “almost priceless, The 
only person who had aceess to the boudoir 
where the jeweils lay was Louise.

suspect her, and the ehildiike manner in whioh

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LY te. pers age? , 
A BRIEF GLANCE AT THE GREAT 


PUMPING-WORKS THERE.» 


How the Water Is Lifted from the Chicago 
“River Into the Iilincis & Michigan 
Canal and the Effect It Has Upon the 
Latter—The Machinery with Which This 

Is Acconiplished—Reminders of Old 


‘Bridgeport, if be has 
a nose, no matter 
how anxioaseto be 
forever unmindful of 
it, and every one in 
the city who speaks 
or reads the English 


language must have some idea that the Lilinois 
& Michigan Canal reaches the Chicago River 
there, and that the Bridgeport pumping sta- 
tion is somewhere near that junction. But 
of the 708,000' how many are there 
whose ‘ideas of that location are distinct, 
notwithstanding one or the other is a constant 
source of newspaper comment? They have 
been there for years, and to one whose curi- 
osity is not to be balked by bis finer sensibill- 
ties they are comparatively easy of access. 
Leaving an Archer avéuve car as it crosses Ash- 
land avenue, just west of the south fork of the 
South Branch, you bave but to walk a couple 
of blocks north, past the Joliet Iron & Steel 
Works property, until you are full upon a short 
and narrow bridge. It crosses a stream of 
water leading from the river beside a dilap- 
idated frame elevator, which was once 

pride ot Chicago's cereal traffic. In everything 
but the smell which rises from the water, and 
its dark and noisome color, the stream would 
remind one of the race and forebay that 
was formerly boyhood’s most delightful ad- 
junct to a country mili. There is the same 
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current running and swirling through the hid- 
den grates which bear back the same accumu- 
lation of chips, logs, and floatimg débris, ana 
it plunges with many an angry whirlpool into.a 
building thrown across the stream anc from 
which comes the well-remembered clank of 
machinery. Bach side of the forebay is 
Hanke i, just before the last gasp of the tiny 
whirlpool is reached, by a plain, square, slop- 
brick building whose roofs are eapped by 


round brick smoke-stacks, and through whose 
windows the men can be seen constantly shov- 
eli coal into the mouths of huge boiler fur- 
naces. 

Across the length of the main building, as 
you look in at either end, is placed a bank 
otf low engines, three of which are 
restiess, churning away without a pause or 
sign of friction. In front and behind each one 
are great round brakes attached to upright 
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metal posts, that tell at once that they are 
used to cut off the flow of water either 
from the forebay east or t pool on the west 
of the building. 

The lower attachment of the upright pis- 
tous is lost far beneath the floor, but a climb 
down an oily stairway shows that motion at 
the bottom is changed to.a rotary one, and the 
shafting from this connection is lost 
in two huge, wrought-iron tubes, 
like base drums, which perspire in 
the heated atmosphere as does a giass of cold 
water. A large pipe leads through the solid 
masonry. from the forebay full to the face of 
each drum, and another from its upper side out 
to the weil in the opposit direction. If one be 
fortunate enough to find one of these drums 
undergoing repairs he will see that its weide 
mechanism is much like a turbine water-wheel 
or a propeller’s screw in a box, but the wheel 
in its motion catches up the water, and, rais- 
ing it about half its own diameter, 
casts it out ‘through the upper ° 
Ove of these sets of engines and pumps 82 
constantly, in reserve, but the other three, 
running at a steam pressure of seventy pounds, 
raise 45,000 cubic feet of water every minute 
from one side of the building and discharge it 
at the other. The exact difference in the level 


of the water at the opposit sides varies a good”

On the other hand. it was a complete fakirs’ 
carnival of toys and gingerbread, 
sygar-plums, and showy rubbish of 
all kinds, There were many | booths 
devoted to fryme doughnuts did for 
fresh mussels, and at those presided not Bel- 
gian but Holland women, with appalling white 
caps of enormous magnitude, who bad im- 
mente silver-headed bairpins projecting over 
their ears, it bemg a duperstition that only the 
real original Dutch can make doughnuts de- 
serving the name. Rather more than bat the 
Town of Brussels speaks Flemish, which dif- 
fers much less from Holland Dutch than 
“ Vine street English in Philadelphia does 
from the refined tongue of pure Locust street, 
but people call it by a different name, all the 
same, claiming that one or the other is better 
by several carats. About every uther establish- 
ment was devoted to some kind of picayune or 
nickel gambling.

or a yellow beer-mug. 
Tantara ta-ta-wooah! This represents the 
sound of the most rabid, emancipated music 
in a high state of delirium tremens as 
emitted from an extensive orcbestra played 
by steam. In all my experiences of callio- 
pean steam screamers I never heard anything 
like this. About sixty first-ciass locomotive or 
steumer whistles on a miscellaneous rampage, 
accompanied by sad, Strange walls of trom- 
bomes, flutes, borse-fiddles, penny trumpets, 
and the hoarse cougmig of a hundred mam- 
moths, might give some idea of this awful 
pandemoniac assortment of pipes.

and every one of the hundred pictures and 
studies in the museum shows it plainly enough.

The Lristh ranks are broken into by the 
unavoidable irruption of the Radicals. The 
Nationalists cannot turn the cold shoulder ou 
their allles. Ther are obliged to reegive the 
bospitality, though they are terribly incon- 
venienced, hence you see the portly form of 
T. B. Potter, the member for Rochdale, 
jammed between Parnell and Mr. Sexton, 
Bradlaugh sitting almost in Biygar’s lap, and 
Wilfred Lawson taking refuge on the 
knee of O Kelly. The younger Nationalists 
have been sent up aloft to the gallery, or else 
they wait outsidedin the lobby till they are 
wanted. Leicester's rubicund countenance, 
Arch’s rotund figure, Thorold Rogers’ sat- 
urnine visage, Agnew's expansive smile and 
more expansive white vest have all disap- 
peared. The most distinguished of the re- 
jected members is the chief proprietor of 
Punch, There are many new faces, some 
young, some oid. The new importation of 
crotehets is also strong, and there is an addi- 
tion to the contingent favoring duties on im- 
ported manufactures. There will be no op- 
portunity this session of ventilating opinions 
on subjects outside of Ireland.

A Number of Blocks Burned Over in San 
Francisco—Other Blazes.

Then came a Dutch- 
map, Schwenke, and settled upon them and 
lived in peaceable possession. on them for 
twenty-one years, and until the Union Depot 
syndicate needed them, when they were com- 
pelled to pay him $50,000 for the title he had 
acquired by the limitation of the law. During 
these one and twenty years no one with a bet- 
ter title than Schwenke had said to him: 
** Deitcher, ybu get up and get off here, there- 
fore under the common law of the land this 
was peaceable possession, and the property 
was his. He is one of our nabobs today.

IN WALL STREET. 
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‘STOCK SPECULATIONS HAD A SEVERE 


TWIST PUT ON THEM. 


The General Slunip of Wednesday and What 
It Signified—Chicago Operators Scat- 
tered in Dismay—-The High Rate at 

_ Which Money Is Loaned—Effect of 
Bond-Calis—Uncertainty in the London 
Money Market—The Flow of Gold to 
America. ; 

New York, Aug. 21.—[Special.]—The 

financial article tomorrow will say: The in- 


terest felt in the publication of the bank state- 


ment at noon yesterday kept all Wall street in 
a state of expectancy up to the moments of its 


appearance. Specuiation as to what it would 


show was lively Friday, and the opinions were 
as diverse as they were numerous. Alter it 
did come, there was* scarcely moré unanimity 
of opinion than before. It was favorable or 
unfavorable according to the previous vent of 
opinion of the individual. The favorable view 
was pased on the small decrease shown in the 
surplus reserve, and the unfavorabie view on 
the large drain shown to have been 
made on the resources” of the banks. The 
statement told the story of the drop in the 
stock market in the exbibit of loans. They 
showed the large reduction of over $7,000,000 
for the week. Coming as this did on a con- 
traction of over $3,000,000 the previous week, 


it may be seen what a twist has been put on 


stock speculation. 80 sudden a stringency 


wes more than the market could stand, 
and after going off moderately Monday and 
Tuesday, stecks suffered a general slump 
Wednesday, when the transactions ran up to 
about 410,000 shares, or nearly double what 
they had been any day for over a week, When 
the day’s business doubles up like that, nine 
times out of ten it marks the culmination of 
whatever movement is runums. At the market 
bas been advancing, it is the turnmg-point for 
a decline: if falling, k marks the upward 
turn. It wasso on this occasion. Wedneé- 
day’s prices were the lowest, and a respectable 
reaction has been recorded since. The street, 
bowever, was considerably demoralized, and a 
stronger bearish sentiment has been devel- 


oped. 

The Chicago operators who had gathered at 
Saratoga to have a good time and bull certain 
of the granger stocks scattered in dismay. 
Some started home and others came to New 
York. Their bull dispatches were chaaged to 
bear. They saw a continuously tightening 
money market and lower prices for everything 
before improvement could be looked for. 
Their Chicago follow were certain they 
must have lost heavily. Yesterday:one or two 
of them began to gather courage again. They 
talked about national prosperity and increas- 
ing railroad earnings. The earnings are in- 
creasing, but it is me immediate future of the 
money market which Wail street feels most 
anxious about for the moment, and the un- 
certainty on that point diminishes the inclina- 
tion to buy while it has a tendency to 
the number of sellers. 

The highest rate money loaned at on the 
exchange the last week wus 15 per cent, and 
that only for a short time one day. A great 
deal of business was done at 10 per cent. 
Yesterday and the day before it was 5 and 6 
per cent. The average for the week might be 
about 8 per cent. The banks have kept their 
rates well up to 6 and 7 per cent. These rates 
are not in themselves enough to cause a break 
in the market, but the rate is only one element 
in the situanon. Quite as important, or a 
more important one, is the temper of the bank 
managers. They may make their rates 7 ver 
cent, but if they lend grudgingiy, call 
in oetetanding loans freely, and bo- 
come suspicious and distrustful of col 
lateral which recently they took willingly, 
money is a good deal more stringent in 
the market than quoted rates alone would in- 
dicate. It was this and not the rates actually 
charged which caused the slump of Wednes- 
day.

But the trouble is that 
they are not. No man can tell how much 
mouey the recent bond-calls will actually put 
into circulation. The nearest calculation 
reacbes only to an approximate guess, because 


the elements are too many and too varied to 


be accurately weighed. As to gold imports 
the same rule will hold. No banker or finan- 
cler could tel] today how much gold we shall 
import or how iong interest-rates must rule 
bigh to keep it flowing this way. opera- 
tion ot demand and supply in the distribution 
of money does not work evenly, and there may 
be times when money might run up to 1 per 
cent a day while gold was on the way bere and 
cails for millions of bonds were outstanding. 
The elements of uncertainty cannot be elimin- 
ated, and inasmuch as they cannot be the 
speculative situation “is equally uncertain.

She is 
set down dy the jail officers as Linge’s pilgrim 
sweetheart from Switzerland, of whom 80 
much has been vaguely heard. a 
Wholesale Arrests Among the Anarchists. 

There can be little jf any doubt that the 
statement made to a TRIBUNE reporter Friday 
in regard to the future operations of the police 
against the remaining Anarchists was correct. 
They will rest upon their oars for a time—it 
may be so long as the State’s-Attorney is ab- 
sent from the city——but they will then push on 
the work of making this locality extremely 
uncomfortable for dynamite reformers. No 
one connected with headquarters in the Coun- 
ty Jail would acknowledge yesterday that any 
fresh arrests bad been made, and probably 
there have not been, but when the peo- 
ple who are now in custody or . out 
upon bail have been indicted under 
the new light that has come upon their con- 
duet during the trial, several. others will be 
found to bave been putin the same category 
with them, and when they are wanted to plead 
to the charge there can be little doubt that 
the police will bo able to produce them. 

The inner room connected Capt. 
Schaack’s private office at the East Chicago 
Avenue Station’ looked as though a vart-ioad 
of refuse from a newspaper and law offices bad 
been dumped into it. yesterday. All the flags, 
banners. and bulkier portions of the tangibie 

evidence against the Anafchists has been 
packed in old trunks and boxes, and safely 
Stored at the station, while the Captain's 
office is yet littered with the mes 
of the incendiary uewspapers, the documents 
from the offices serrebed, and other papers in 
evidence, ali tied up in bundles. 

The Captain bimeeif declined to tell the story 
of his work in the case at present, giving as a

Why It Would Not Be Wise to Reward the 


Jurors. 

Oma, Aug. 21.—[Editor of The Tribune.) 
—Your issue of today contains letters from two 
correspondents suggesting that a fund (in one 
case of $110,000) be raised as a reward to the 
jury in the Anarchist trial for their verdict, 
While I feel that the verdict is richt and in 
its effects is one ot the most important and far- 
reaching in history, and while { feel that I could 
giadly subseribe to such a fund if it could with 
propriety be nted to these brave and 
noble men, yet I feel that the precedent would 
be as dangerous in its tendency to the best in- 
terests of soviety as the teachings which will 
result m the b of these seven men. 

Tt bas been stated that a large number of 
others, many of whom are under indictment, 
will be tried for their part in the same con- 
spiracy. Could it be presumed that a fair trial 
could be bad for them, or for any similar 
crime, if there was an implied prospect that 
each juryman would receive, in addition to bis 
lawful pay, a reward of from $1,000 to $8,000 
for a conviction? Each grand jurgman is 
sworn to act “without fear. favor, or 
hope of reward.“ Would this test, the 
principle of whieh has been looked upon 
througbout the history of the common law as 
sacred be applied? Such a precedent once es- 
tablished would forever abolish the inestima- 
ble right of trial by jury. 

These men did nothing more nor less than 
their. sworn duty. Yhey were interested to 
the same extent as every other American citi- 
zen. They received the same reward in hav- 
ing greater security under the law. and their 
very conduct proves that it would be an in- 
sult to each and every one of them to offer 
now what two days ago would have been a 
penitentiary offense for them to have taken, 
and which morally would be as wrong for 
them to receive at present as it was then. 

Thank them as you will, express your grati- 
tude as you may, but do not let their friends 
say that their blood was bought for a price, 
and that an implied reward is offered for that 
of those to be tried. D. H. FLETCHER. .

THE GAY SUMMER SEASON. 


SOCIAL LIFE ‘AT THE WATERING- 
PLACES OF THE EAST, 


Two More Weeks of Enjoyment at the Re- 
sortea—The Season Now at Its Hight— 
Newport in Gloom Over the Death of 
Mrs. Morgan—Dinners Are the Chief At- 


tractions—The Delightful Musgrove Aft- : 


ernoon Receptions—The Latest Narragan- 
sett Story—Americans Abroad. 

New York, Aug. 21.—/Special.|—The sum- 
mer season had acquired sufficient momentum 
to go on to ite turning point notwithstanding 
the discouragement which the too cool weather 
of the last week brought in many places, yet 
the six days just past were, as had been antici- 
pated, the gayest thus far at most of the 
wateringe-places. Promptly on time, however, 
the season. begins to decline, and a fortnight 
more will see its virtual end at all the resorts 
save Newport. Lenox is of course not to be 
classed in this category, for it is distinctiy an 
autumn resort, and the very fact that people 
are flocking thither. and that there is 
1 general air of activiy in its 
atmosphere proves unmistakably another 
season at Bar Harbor, Richfield, 
Saratoga, and elsewhere has fled. The death 
of Mrs. Morgan prevented Newport from hav- 
ing what would have been the really only gay 
week that the season this year bas yet brought. 
While Mrs. Morgan's interests were more d 
rectly concerned with the so-called hunting 
set of New York society and she was conse- 
quently not as generally or widely known or as 
much of a leader as her husband’s wealth and 
position would otherwise bave made her, ber 
death, coming as it did in a place like Newport. 
and almost at the bight of the season there, 
struck a sharp note of discord and cast a de- 
cided gloom even over the many society 
people tnere who knew her very slightly. 
Mrs. Moran had looked forward to this 
summer with unusually pleasurable anticipa- 
tion, and. her return trom England in the 
Spring had been anxiously awaited by her, 
eager as she was to enjoy first the hunting sea- 
son at Hempstead and that at Newport later 
on. Both Mr. Morgan and herself had in com- 
mon unusually hospitable attributes, ana on 
their iong yacht voyage half-way round the 
worid two years ago and in every one of their 
movements bave been accompanied by a party 
of friends. Two of these—Mrs. Fernando 
Yanaga and Miss Fannie Bininger—were with 
Mrs. Morgan when she died, and it had been her 
intention to take two or more from tis 
circle of friends to England this autuma. She 
leaves no children, and ber family, Mr. and 
Mrs. Geoige Peniman, and her sister, Miss 
Effie Peniman, are now abroad. Her funeral 
today of necessity preciuded all gayety in 
Newport, and the saddened throng who at- 
tended it recalied how hardly a year ago the 
same bouse bad also been a house of mourn- 
ing, as in it died Mr. Harry Stevens, the only 
son of Mrs. Paran Stevens. 

But the week at Newport has bad its gayety, 
albeit of a quiet nature. There have been sev- 
eral charming musicales and oue or two 
lunches of unusual gayety. The Monday 
night dance at the Casino was by no means 
brilliant and iacked spirit. The Thursdays 
evening dance was more lively, and although 
society bas selected Monday as its evening, 
the last two weeks’ experience has certainiy 
resulted in more enjoyment Thursday evening. 
Mrs. Turnbul and Mrs. Beach both gave large 
musicales Tuesday followed by lunches, at the 
latter of which there was a lion present in the 
person of Mr. Henry Irving, who bad come 
over from Narragansett to attend a reception 
given in his honor by Mr. Dorsheimer and who 
was afterwards secured by Mrs. Besch. 

The arrival of the English polo-piayers has 
of course awakened interest in the interna- 
tional contest so soon to be played, and the 
polo-ground is once more the centre of gayety 
three afternoons of the week.
